Decision in the Protest 


Against Railroad Agri- 


cultural Patent. 


, The 
following communication has 


been received from the Washoe County 
Miners' Protective Association: 


In the case of C. A. Richardson, 


et al., against 
the Central 
Pacific 


Railroad Co., which was a protest en- 
tered by the contestants against the 
granting of a patent to the railroad 
for the E 1-2 of Sec. 23, and all of 
Sec. 27, T 20 N, R 19 E, the Register 
and Receiver hand down to' posterity 
a decision that is far reaching, and 
one -nhich virtually excludes any one 
from obtaining mining rights to land 
until they have a mill erected and are 
shipping bullion by the bar, particul- 
arly if thf same land might be claimed 
to be agricultural by the railroad com- 
pany 


The evidence introduced upon the 


trial by C. L. Knox, attorneyvfor the 
plaintiff, showed that the land in ques- 
tion had no value for agricultural pur- 
poses, save the possible use It might 
be put to during the summer for graz- 
ing a few hundred head of goats; that 
irrigation was next to an impossib- 
ility and that the railroad received 
something like J150 per year for the 
entire acreage it has in that section, 
about 640, or about 25 cents per acre. 
The evidence also showed that there 
were many mines upon the section, 
some of them having veins of ore from 
which assays woald reach into the 
hundreds of dollars, and tha/t the mines 
had as yet been sunk to small depths; 
the testimony of the geological expert 
put upon the stand by the railroad 
showed that this section was thor- 
oughly metamorphic, and it is an ax- 
iom of geology that as depth la ob- 
tained in this character of formation, 
mineral 
wealth 
Increases; 
it waa 


shov. n that this land was In the same 
formation as the Wedekind district, 
and y*t, notwithstanding these facts 
the U. S. Land Office hands down 
the following, In its decision in the 
case; which It will be well 
for all 


prospectors to heed and thus beware 
of the folly of attempting to prove 
land to be mineral until they produce 
the twenty-dollar pieces at a rate to 
be fixed by the Powers that' be: 


"Considerable testimony was intro- 


duced by the contestants of a conflict- 
ing nature tending to show that pros- 
pecting had been going on, In that 
vicinity, for several years off and on, 
and 
they attempted 
to show that 


neighboring lands were 
mineral In 


character. 
But it is not claimed by 


any of the witnesses who testified on 
the part of the contestants that min- 
eral has been discovered in paying 
quantities In any of 
the 
locations 


made; on the contrary all of the wit- 
nesses on the part of the contestant's 
testify, and the assay of rock from 
the mining locations show that the 
presence of the valuable metals i» in 
trifling quantities and in no single in- 
stance to justify the expenditure of 
labor or money." 


It is but right to say here that the 


above is as gross a mis-statement of 
the facts as could be found. 
There 


ivas but one accord in the testimony 
of the contestants in all their testi- 
mony, but the railroad produced some 
thirty or more assays, and the assay- 
Or testified that he had picked the 
beat rock he could find and that which 
he thought would give- 
the greatest 


valuer, and they showed nothing but 
traces, and in many cases were blank 
entirely. 
This was the testimony of 


the railroad, not the contestants. Any 
one nt nil familiar with the locality 
knows that such a thing is next to 
impossible, and in the face of the tes- 
timony of six or seven witnesses to 
the effect that they had plenty of as- 
says of rock ranging from etgflvt dol- 
lars to one hundred and sixty, th« land 
office finds a» above.

no matter that it has no agricultural 
value—no matter If you have every 
hope and evidence of mineral wealth; 
no matter if there be millions in sight, 
you must be producing It or the land 
is agricultural.

011 cattle. There are cattle enough in Canada, in 
Mexico, in South America, that can be shipped bere 
in a short time, to relieve the country from the ex- 
actions of the trust. If the high prices are caused 
by the short supply, as the beef trust claims, the 
tariff ought to be removed so that the supply may. 
be increased. 
If ftie shortage is caused by the 


greed of the trust in putting up prices because it 
has a monopoly of the market,then surely the tariff 
should be taken off. There is no defence to be 
made of its maintenance. 


The above is from the Montpelier (VtJ Argus 


and Patriot. There is plenty of beef and other 
meats-produced in the United States to supply the 
demand with a large surplus for export. In fact 
American dressed beef is selling in Europe at lower 
rates than are charged by the trust in New York 
and other Eastern cities. The tariff of two cents a 
pound on beef serves as a check on Canadian, Mex- 
ican and South American importations, and should 
serve as a protection to United States stock raisers. 
But this is likely to be removed through the greed of 
the trust and throw the market open to foreign 
competition, for whick.our meat producers have to 
thank the monopoly which handles their product.

Ood. 
"M»nv people." continued the 


nVer. "loin the church without (riv- 


tne ttiemxelve* to the Lord. Not a 
•rent deal of Information was nwea- 


rv for one to rive htnwlf to God. 


The Corinthian Christian kww noth- 
ing of the science of theoloey, they 
Wnew little or nothing of the science 
and arts, and yet thev knew enough 
to and did enough to receive from Paul 
this hiffh compliment and commenda- 
tion. "They first gave themselves to 
the Lord." Mr. Whittaker closed his 
morning sermon with an earnest plea 
for all who heard him to "jrlve them- 
selves to God in deed and In truth." 


At the evening service Mr. Whit- 


taker preached a grfitt sermon to a 
great audience on "The Real Christ." 
The text was "Believe on the Lord Je- 
sus Christ and thou shall be saved." 
The speaker said that "faith in the real 
Christ was necessary In order to be 
paved. Some people profess to believe 
In Christ and have united with the 
Church but give no evidence of the 
Christian faith or spirit. "Many be- 
lieve In a historic Christ, they believe 
a lot of facts about Jesus of Nazareth 
who lived 1900 years ago. but this is 
not the real Christ and cannot save 
us, many believe In a Dogmatic Christ. 
They have pinned their faith 
to a 


church creed, they have made a Christ 
of dogmatism, but this is not the real 
Christ and cannot save." 


"Still others believe in an emotional 


Christ, but the real Christ was more 
than emotion. And still others believe 
In an Aesthetic Christ, but the real 
Christ is inflnately more than the mere 
beautiful and artistic." 


"The real Christ Is the divine life 


in the life of man. The real Christ Is 
paying 160 cents on the dollar and 
measuring 38 Inches to the yard in all 
our business obligations. 


"The real Christ Is the righteousness 


of God. He is love and service. Men 
are inclined to make their own Christ 
and in just as far as their Christ cor- 
responds to the real Christ does he be- 
come a saving power in their lives. 


The speaker closed his sermon with 


a strong plea for all to put their trust 
In the real Christ who is "Mighty to 
Save." 


Mr. Whlttaker will preach every eve- 


ning this week and everybody Is in- 
vited to hear him. The Bible School 
•will meet at the church each afternoon 
at S o'clock and "whosoever will may 
come."

New Year notices were published and 
thoroughly distributed among all the 
carpenters of Reno calling for a meet- 
Ing to get the sentiment of all the 
carpenters as 
to the 
feasibility of 


foil-ring a union 
It was open for all 


and all who believed in the principles 
of unionism were urged to be present 
and help to guide the 
oiganizatlon 


irlght 
We effected temporary or- 


ganization with a membership of twen- 
ty-eight and sent for our charter. 


At oui next meeting eleven names 


were added making a total of thirty- 
nine 
1 


On February 3d, Harry M. Sanders, 


State Organizer for California, came 
with our charter and organized us in- 
to a permanent body known as Local 
Union, No. 971, United Brotherhood of 
Caipemers and Joiners of America. 


In the early part of February the 


contractors were notified that on and 
after May 1st, 1902, this union requests 
an eight-hour day and 
a minimum 


teale of three dollars per day. 


We w ished to be fair and gave them 


this timely notice, honestly believing 
that our request would 
be complied 


with 


We were invited about three weeks 


later to confer with the contractors 
and when the meeting wag called to 
order they proceeded systematically to 
pump us, which was dry work, but 
they had nothing to suggest either for 
their good or for ours. 


The meeting, however, was friendly 


and they promised to 
communicate 


with us. 


A few days later we received a let- 


ter from Mr. Holesworth, their sec- j 
i clary, stating that on and after May 
1st the contractors would continue to 
work nine houre. 
This was all that 


was done officially 
The boys were 


all retained as far as posible for which 
we are thankful. But, in many cases, 
our men were led to behove that our 
demands would be granted so much so 
that we let the matter re^t until about 
the 1st of May 


It then became evident to some of 


us that further confeience might be 
desirable, but when the matter was 
suggested to the secretary for the con- 
t; actors we weie told that they pro- 
posed to have nothing to do with us 
whatever as a union. That they pro- 
posed to completely ignore us.

•we cannot believe that the contractors 
as a bodv desire to act in such in ar- 
bitrary manner. 
Is it possible that) 


these fourteen contractors are made j 
of a clay so much superior to that of 
the one hundred and four carpenteis 
who have driven nails for them the 
last fe\^ years' 
Will the public ap- 


p-ove of a polio which ignoies all 
these affiliated mechanics ' 


Can it be to Reno's advantage to 


have our rights trampled under foot 
arbitiarily and without confeience and 
iome concessions being made 
We

Washoe County bank were in secret 
session. There is something: doing in 
financial circles and it is barely pos- 
sible—if an outsider be permitted to 
guess—that the Bank of Reno will not 
open its doors. The two old establish- 
ed financial institutions are not par- 
ticularly anxious to have the field In- 
vaded by more than one new bank and 
probably thev will not have more than 
the one In the way of a competitor.
